W. Connor, trader of Fort Good Hape, 
on the Mackenzie at the point at which 
the river crosses the Arctic Circle, ar- 
rived from the north on Thursday last, 
and has information at first hand as to 
cheap access to the outside world from 
the Mackenzie region. Mr. Connor 
owns 2 smali steamer which he has 
navigated from. Fort Smith in latitude 
60, to the mouth of Peel river, in Jatil- 
tude 69, He has trading posts at Fort 
Norman, where the waters of Great 
Bear lake find, their outlet to the Mac 
and at the mouth of the Red 
River, 70 miles above the H. B. Co. posi 
at Peel river. There is no impediment 
ta steamboat navigation between the 
mouth of Peel river and the Arctic, and 
next season Mr. Connor proposes to 
make a trip along the Arctic coast in 
his steamer. The Mackenzie is one of 
the largest rivers in the world, and for 
the twelve or fifteen hundred miles of 
its course from. the rapids at Fort 
Smith to iis mouih on the Arctic coast 
there is no impediment io bavigaiion 
by screw steamers of any size of m df 
a draught. This offers the cheap- 

* possible interior transportation es- 
scleatih down stream, to the mouth. 
The river opens about the first of June 
and closes about September 15th.

These people | 
pa been in the employ of the whalers 
for some yeurs, could speak English | 
and in some cases write it; could give | 
the prices at which they purchased all | 
articles from the whalers, and explain- | 
|

ed the syster. by which the trade was 
carried on. These Huskies were large 
strong, intelligent people, wore whiie | 
men’s clothing and one of the women 
hada hat witha plume init. They had 
Silver tea pots, silver knives and forks, 
and even coal gil stoves which were fed 
with coal oil brought out by the whal- ! 
ers. The whalers arrive some time in | 
August and remain all winter in the 


question. j 


The salt deposits at Salt river below 
Fort Smith are as wonderful and as 
valyable as any in the world, Pure salt 
of the finest quality, ready for use, is 
shovelled up from the surfaces of the 
ground. Salt is also found at Nor 
man, and in the coyntry in rear of Good 
Hope. 

Petroleum tar exists at Providence, 
at Norman and near Good Hope. At 
Norman it is boiled down and used ic 
pitch seams of boats. Great beds of 
this tar exist near Good Hope. Cop: 
per is found on the Coppermine river 
which puts into the “Arciic several 
hundred miles east of the Mackenzie, 
but still within reach of the whalers. 
Mr. Connor has been shown lumps of 
pure copper procured by the Indians 
on a river much nearer Good, Hope than 
the Coppermine. This much is known 
and is beyond doubt; and while the 
world’s demands do not make the ime 
mediate development of these resources 
necessary, it is very well to know that 
they are there and available when 
required, There is too much of a tent 
dency in Canada to belittle the 
sources and advantages of our. 
country, and to write down as of na 
account portions that would have ree 
mained of no account had it not been 
for the enterprise of others. Although 
only three whalers spent Jast winter in 
the Arctic the reports are that nine are 
coming in next season. 

One of the Indians broughti up to 
Smith this setson by Mr. Connor bpe- 
longed to the Yukon side of the moun- 
tains and came from Frank Braine’s 
post at the head of Stewart river in 
March last. Braine will be remember- 
ed as an extpoliceman of Fort Shs- 
katchewan who joined the Yukon rush. 
He and Geo, Woodley, now of Whitt | 
ford, started a trading post at the 
The In-

trade last winter, He brings his suyt 
plies from Dawson and is 70 miles above 
the falls of the Stewart, There; are 
miners along the Stewart up as far as 
the falls; but none above as the river 
is not gold bearing in its upper part. 
The distance from, Braine’s post ’ 
Good Hope, Mr. Connor estimates at 
about 250 miles taking the Indians’ 
estimate of distances. The Red River 
is followed to the divide of the Rocky 
Mountains and then the lakes at the 
head of the Stewart are reached. 
Hanbury, the Arctic traveller who 
went north a year Age, was reported 
by the Indians this spring io have been 


seen on the Barren grounds near ithe 
Coppermine. They thought he was 
heading for the mouth of the Lock. 


hart river. He left Rae for the Barren 
grounds and the Arctic coast and ex 
pected to meet whalers at the coast 
and come out with them. 


Last winter was comparatively mild 
at Good Hope until March. The cold- 
est day was March 13th, 54 below. There 
is seldom any wind during the winter 
until February. Smow is seldom seen 
to fall in the winter. It comes 
frost during the night 
sensibly.

Vi-toria Colonist; With reference to 
an editorial in yesierday’s issue, a local 
merchant offered ih: suggestion that 
Canadian houses themselves are largely 
to blane if Am’ri an gocds receive the 
preference, Sud tiis gentleman; “in 
the matter © pork »>d its products, it 
is absolutely impossible to secure a 
first class article from eastern houses, 
and the travelers who represent houses 
in that line make no bones sbout ihe 
matter, they tell us that the best pork 
is shipped to the English market as 
they say they cen secure a better price 
for it there than ih-y con out west, 
We never give any order for 
Cancdian pork without getting a 
guarantee that it will be Strictly first 
class, and we have had na end of trow- 
ble in insisting on this stipulation, So 
much so that in some cases it has al- 
most resulted in law suits. We have 
been in the habit o? importing both 
American and Canadian pork and have 
never bad the slightest difficulty as ta 
the standard of the former, and the 
two products are here to speak for 
themselves. In ordering we specify ex- 
actly similar conditions, and the re- 
sult is that whereas the American pork 
is as you can see in prime condition, the 
Canadian product is exceedingly poor 
looking, and is absolutely refused by 
the retail trade,” 

An investigation o° the two brands 
of pork revealed the difference, and 2 
comparison of the two would be quite 
sufficient for even the most inexperl- 
enced person. The preference that 
would be given the American pork 
would be resuli o° commen sense, 
and would be thoroughly borne out by 
the judgment of men who have been 
all their lives handling and curing 
pork. The American article is most ap- 
petizing \© look at, while the Canadian 
pork is in most cases, if one may judge 
by apppearance, from. the proverbial 
root-hog-or-die variety of razor-back 
porker.

“At one time pork was purchased 


largely in Toronto, bui it was simply 


impossible to gei a decent article,” con- | 


tinued the gentleman referred to, “and 
then Winnipeg was tried, but wiih Lt- 


tle better resulis. Now a very  giood 
quality is secured at #dmonton, bui 
the faci remains aibat the prejudice 


against the Canadian article ts so great 
that retailers are known io sell Cana- 
dian hams and baecn under the nams 
of the American products, and this is 
entirely duc io the poor quality of 
gopds that hive been shipped to this 
market. Eastern Canadian houses 
practically coniro! the English market 
in hams and bacon, and must put up 

fine a quality of those lines 
“a8 any in the world, but they do no! 
seem to find that it pays to ship this 
quality to British Columbua.

“As to American ofial fed pork, any 
one accustomed io handie pork can 
never be fooled cn this point.

They carry their pro- 
duct up io tha finished state, selling 
zine white, blue zivc, zine oxide, sheeis 
and spelter. At present they are pay- 
ing all attention to the New York mar2 
ket, where zine is now quoied at $5.50 
a hundred,

Breeding Dairy Cows for Production 
Function of the dairy cow. It is scar- 
cely necessary to say that ihe produc 
tion of milk js the greatest iunction of 
the dairy cow, The economical produc- 
tion of large quantities of milk, buiter 
or cheese, determines the value of ihe 
cow, and the best efiorts of breeders of 
dairy stock should always be direcied 
towards this goal. If the dairy, cow 
does not yield a profitable flow of, milk, 
she ceases to have any reasou for ext 
istence. Beefing guii..ivs are af con- 
paratively little importance, except in 
cases when a, gCod cow loses the use of 
a portion oi her udder, or in sgqme way 
becomes yndersirable as a milker. 

Fancy points, it naturally iollows 
that to secure the best practical re- 
sults, litile uttention suguid be paid to 
what are vommonaly spoken of as lancy 
points. it is only in very excepilonal 
cases that color of ihe hair, size and 
contour of the horns, graceiul car- 
rlage, and conical teats, can make any 
possible difierence in the aciual value 
of a cow, yet these and many other 
equally useless fancy points are held in 
high esteem by many breeders and 
judges, Beauty oi :orm and breed type 
are always d-sirable, and breeders may 
well endeavor to combine these in as 
great a degree as possible with capacity 
at the pail, but the latter must ever 
remain the first consideration. 

Points indicating production. The 
iirst great essenilal point to be sought 
in tha dairy cow is constliulion, witht 
out which she cannot stand the sirain 
of many years’ heavy ieeding and milk- 
ing. The wide chest, gooi heari-girih, 
and general appearance oi vigor are 
the chief indications of constitution. 
Other poinis largely indicative of pro- 
duction are; A wide strong muzzle; a 
comparatively open back bone or chine, 
indicating a tendency to make milk 
rather than fat; a capacious barrel, 
capable of making use oi large quan- 
tilies of feed, and a roomy, well-shag- 
ed udder, with large mammary veins 
and milk wells. A well known Canar 
dian breeeder has tersely summarized 
these qualifications in the words—a, big 
mouth, a big belly, andja big bag. | 

Tested ancestors. Experienced men 
are able to select good) cows wiih a reat 
sonable amount of certainty, but the 
most expert dairy judge is largely at 
sea when he atitempis tc select a good 
bull by appearances alone. When we 
come to the question of raising good 
cows, we find that the only road! to suc 
cees is in breeding from. cows of known 
cepacity and from bulls whose female 
ancestors have also been tested for 
merit at the pail and churn, It is al- 
most imperative that a good  ‘buil 
should ba backed by a considerable 
number of good producing dams and 
grand dams, if satisfactory results are 
to be expected from his daughters. 

Advanced registry, About twenty 
years ago egme ot the promineni Am- 
erican breeders of Holstein-friestan 
catile, impressed with ihe importance 
of the above quesiion, siaried what is 
know. as an “advanced registry,” in 
which cows could be recorded only af- 
ter making a milk or buiter record 
greater than a certain high standard, 
This system of registry was greatly im- 
proved some eight years ago by the 
adoption of what is known as “official 
testing.” Under this plao all tests 
made are directly supervised by a cap 
able dairyman sent as a representative 
of an experiment station or agricul- 
tural college, who sees the cows milked, 
weighs the milk, and tests same in dup 
licate with the Bebcock tester. ‘The 
correctness of these tesis must ba 
sworn to by all concerned in conduct- 
ing them. The system has now been 
adopted by the Guernsey, Ayrshire, and 
Jersey associations of the United Star 
tes, but in Canada only the Holsteint 
Friesian breeders have recognized the 
importance of the movement. They 
have recently established a “record of 
merit,” in which a cow. may be entered 
only after making an official test’ for 
production of butter fat. The standard 
requires that a two-year-old heifer 
shall produce in seven days at least 
eight pounds of butter fat, a threci- 
year-old heifer ten pounds, a four-year- 
old cow eleven and a half pounds, and a 
mature cow thirteen pounds. This is 
the highest standard adopted by any 
association and it will doubtless have 
a very beneficial effect on the butter 
producing qualities of the breed in Can- 
ada. Other breeders of dairy cattle 
might well take up this matter also.
